SEED BAG TAG

The Federal Seed Act requires that the container of seed treated with EverGol Xtend must be labeled with the following statements:

This seed has been treated with xx mg active ingredients (ai) of EverGol Xtend /seed which includes penflufen (2.5-5 g
ai/100 Kg seed) and trifloxystrobin (2.5-5 g ai/100 Kg seed).

• For Barley, Triticale, and Wheat (based on wheat seeding rate): Do not exceed 0.0078 Ib. penflufen /A (3.5 g ai/A) per crop
season. The maximum number of applications per year is 3. This seed has been treated with xx mg active ingredients (ai) of
EverGol Xtend /seed which includes penflufen (2.5-5 g ai/100 Kg seed) and trifloxystrobin (2.5-5 g ai/100 Kg seed).

o For Cotton (based on cotton seeding rate): Do not exceed 0.0019 Ib. penflufen /A (0.86 g ai/A) per crop season. The maximum
number of applications per year is 3.
